A train standing at the Zehdenick railroad station on 12 
September consisted of 12 boxcars with troops and an undeter- 
mined number of flatcars carrying 16 medium AT guns and T-34 
tanks. According to a railroadman, the train came from Templin 
and was to proceed via Velten. (3) 

Soviet women ‘who arrived in the Templin training area in 
early September were assigned to the individual troop units. 

The officers were recently issued new gas masks which were 
kept in cloth bags. The gas masks themselves were not seen 
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Columns of Soviet troops with tanks, AT guns, artillery 
pieces, trucks and three amphibious vehicles were seen moving 
along the Eammelspring-Vogelsang road during the night of 
1C September. Numerous headlights indicated that more columns 
were moving along the roads leading from the road to the 
troop camp I (4) 

Between 14 and 16 September, it was observed that the Schwein- 
rich-Rheinsberg road was blocked by a double barrier about 
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2 km east of S chive inrich, and was guarded by sentries, About 
JO to 60 soldiers who were seen on top of Heideberg (hill), 
about 2 km southeast of Schwe inrich, were scanning the terrain 
south of the hill.

Himmelpfort and Bredereiche are located on the western edge 
of the Tempi in troop training grounds. The Darmenw al de -BI umenow 
area adjoins these two localities to the south. 

The trucks observed at the Schweinrich troop training grounds 
belong to the 6th Gds I-ecz Div and are reported from that 
area for the first time. 

The information from the two troop training grounds does not 
indicate any preparations for maneuvers involving two or 
more divisions prior to mid-September 1951. 
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
